There  was  a padre  who  stood  op 
In  the  pulpit  one  Sunday  morning 
In  wartime  England  and  proceeded  to 
give  the  Canadian  aoldtors  sitting  In 
front  of  him  a dose  of  their  own 
medicine. 

Re  opened  his  mouth  and  out  came 
a stream  of  oaths  that  made  his 
hsar^iT  ean  curt  tt  didn't  help  that 
they  recognized  the  words  as  merely 
echoes  of  their  own  dally  bad  language, 
or  that  normally  they  were  hardened 
beyond  surprise  to  the  use  of  profanity. 

Coming  from  their  own  beloved 
padre  the  words  made  them  wish  for 
an  earthquake.  To  say  they  were 
embarrassed  would  be  to  put  It 
mildly— they  were  both  shocked  and 
ashamed. 

The  may  not  have  lasted 

long,  but  It's  a fact  that  swearing  fell 
to  an  unusually  low  sbb  for  the  next 
few  days.  It  was  ths  most  salutary 
leason  on  ths  subject  those  chaps  ever 
had.  They  stUl  talk  about  It. 

It  would  be  a peculiar  army  that 
didn’t  swear,  espeeutty  In  wartime 
when  civilian  rastralnU  disappear  and 
tension  makes  soldiers  ssy  things  tbst 
would  paralyae  their  mothers.  Actu- 
ally troops  then  use  so  much  bad 
language  that  words  lose  their  mean- 
ing. allowing  that  there  to  any  mean- 
ing at  all  to  a flow  of  swear  words, 
which  to  usually  doubtful.  It  takes  an 
artist  to  make  profanity  picturesque. 
ADDING  EMPHASIS 
Swearing  lan^t  confined  to  the  armed 
services.  In  peace  or  war,  of  courso— 
nor  to  the  courts,  where  a different 
kind  of  oath  to  few thcomlng. 

It  to  probably  true  to  say  that  nearly 
all  men«  swear  or  have  Indulged  In 
profanity  at  some  sUge  of  their 
growth.  The  average  man  to  apt  to 
aplt  out  the  odd  bad  word  all  through 
hla  life,  usuaUy  when  he  to  exasperated 
or  maybe  when  be  wants  to  add  em- 
phasis. It’s  beside  the  point  that  there 
are  other  ways  of  being  pungent. 

Nice  people  shy  away  from  a topla 
like  this,  I daresay,  but  it  so  happens 
that  human  habits  art  not  all  suited 
to  the  drawing-room. 

There  to  swearing  and  swearing,  na- 
turally. There  are  some  fellows  who 
unfortunately^etaln  whaUi  known  as 
, a filthy  tongue  and  never  seem  to 
acquire  moderation.  Bvtry  single  sen- 
lanet  almost  to  Interlaced  with  certain 
words  that  are  parttcularly  well  known 
and  particularly  obscene.  More  than 
that,  even,  they  art  particularly  boring. 

It  no  special  brain  power  to 

swear,  you  see  -in  fact  It’s  only  the 
colloquial  genius  who  can  make  bad 
language  sound  Interesting.  Otherwise 
Its  continual  use  to  a fatuous  dem- 
onstration.

As  I noted,  though,  there  art  degreec 
in  the  use  of  what  to  termed  bad 
language.

perhaps,  of  the  more  Inn^oous  variety 
that  doeen't  shock  the  pure  of  heart 
too  badly.

The  Dominion  caused  what  news 
dtopr  tehee  called  a "mild  sensa- 
tion" when  it  abstained  in  the  final 
oommlttee  vote  on  the  draft  declara- 
tion on  human  rights  'ast  wesk.  This 
action.  Government  sources  In  Ottawa 
emphasize,  should  not  be  interpret 
as  opposition  to  the  principles  of  th# 
declaration. 

Canada  didn't  vote  tor  the  ramu- 
Uon  in  committee  because  five  arUcles 
In  the  deciaratim  have  very  definite 
provincial  aspects.  The  Canadian 
delegation  abstained  In  order  to  make 
clear  the  constitutional  position  tn 
Canada  and  to  point  out  that  the 
Canadian  Government  cannot  enforce 
the  five  provisions— for  they  arc  under 
provincial  JurtodlcUoo. 

The  fact  to  that  the  propoeais  in  all 
five  articles  are  already  In  effect  in 
Caneda.  Theee  seeUons  deal  with 
employment,  unemployment,  working 
hours,  education,  special  care  for 
mothers  and  other  social  aseurlty 
measures. 

After  explaining  Its  position,  Canada 
voted  for  the  declaration  as  a Whole 
in  the  General  Assembly,  for  It  to  fully 
In  accord  with  the  principles  and 
aspirations  of  ths  statement,  which 
puts  down  on  paper  for  ths  first  Urns 
an  International  definition  of  the 
fundamental  rights  and  freedoms. 

Borne  eecUons  of  ths  press  In  Can- 
ada have  suggested  that  the  Canadian 
Parliament  should  adopt  the  UiUted 
Nations  declaration  of  human  rights 
as  it  stands.
